ACCENT ON JUSTICE 


I he flurry of political squeezes, deals and throat cutting 


which marked the United Nations efforts to pick its permanent 
site serve to emphasize the fact that nearly all of this body's 
work has sunk to a purely political level. 


Neither justice, high principles nor long-range welfare are 
the pivotal points upon which decisions are made. Instead, it is 
a constant scramble between "blocs" for enough extra votes to 
carry their immediate— and usually sordid— objectives. 


Everyone is "playing position." Much is said, but nearly 


all of it merely "fo r effect." Extrem ely few of the delegates ever 
get up and reveal candidly what is on their m inds— and if 
they did, their remarks would prom ptly be turned inside out for 
hidden motives. 
Am erica's ever-present idealists, who are always more apt 


to see what they wish were present, instead of what actually is, 
are slow to recognize what the deterioration of m ethods and 
objectives in the United Nation sessions really means. 


For all the high-sounding purposes and the purple patches 
o f eulogy, the conferences are rapidly degenerating into "p o litics 
as usual" in the international field. 
It is the same old game of w orld-w ide political poker, 


merely transferred to a new gambling hall. 


Expediency is the watchword. Everyone is too afraid of 


"rocking the boat" to stand up for what he believes in. Since 
in many cases, the leaders are dealing w ith the lives, fortunes 
and liberties of races other than their own, it has been fa irly 
easy thus far to reconcile their "consciences” and self-interests 
to the parade of surrenders. 
The result has been.a strange melange of contradiction. 


Here we have a group of strongly nationalistic powers busy pre­ 
tending to work out a scheme which, if it means anything, means 
the death of the spirit of nationalism. 
Here we have great m ilitary powers, every one o f them 


actively building up its own armed strength, giving lip service 
to co-operation as an alternative to war. 
Here we have three great nations asserting their authority 


to order and dispose of the possessions and rights of all sm all 
nations—-yet clinging stubbornly to the pow er of vetoing any­ 
thing which they think might invade their ow n sovereignty. 
The structure which is being built is like a building built on 


sand. 
It is founded on force and selfishness.
